Demand Government | 
Action to Protect Sea-

PARIS. Nov. 22 (UP).—French 
sailors and maritime workers, who 
have complained constantly during 
the last six months about piracy on 
the seas and lack of security for) 
themselves, have petitioned the gov- 


ernment once more for effective de- 


defense against attacks such as that 
which blew the British Jean Weems 
out of the water off Catalonia. 
Seamen became sceptical about 
the Nyon agreement when double 
attacks sank one French freighter, 
the Ouet] Mellah and an Air France 
dispatch boat stationed at Minorca, 
within the space of 10 hours. 
Whereas before French seamen were 
content to ask the government to 
provide radio control and to be firm 
with the aggressors, today they call 
for similar preparations as those 
provided during the World War. 


BASE ATTACK DEMANDED 


In the seamen's paper, Journal 
de la Marine Marchande,.” one 
writer stated immediately after the 
attacks: 

“The Nyon accord was a step in 
the right direction but it is too 
timid. It admits the right my to 
attack the individual airplane or 
submarine which has carried out 
the attack. It does nothing about

The Fighting Parson 


Mayor Hague F orgets 


‘I Am the Law’ Proclamation Doesn't Jibe with 
Preacher's Fight Against Tyranny in 
the Pulpit and the Front 


By George Norman 
Quite a number of the great revolutionary figures in 
American history that came from New Jersey must have 


turned over in their graves 


when Mayor Frank Hague, 


addressing a gathering at the Jer- 
sey City Emory Methodist Episcopal 
Church, proudly proclaimea: “I am 
the law.” The fact that these words 
were spoken in a church must have 
caused Reverend James Caldwell an 


additional turn. 

Little is known or heard of about 
the Rev. James Caldwell. Yet, he 
was one of the most beloved reyo- 
lutionary figures in the New Jersey 
area. Originally from Virginia, 
James Caldwell matriculated at 
Princeton, from whence he came to 
Elizabethtown, now Elizabeth, N. J. 
as minister of “The First Presby- 
terlan Church.” It was from this 
pulpit that James Caldwell’s fame 
as a revolutionary figure spread. 
“On Sunday, in his pulpit, he 
preached resistance against tyranny, 
and on Monday he went out and 
practiced what he preached.” 18 
what one of the books on Elizabeth 
history tells about him. | 

The zeal with which he entered 
into the campaign against the tyr- 
anny of this day endeared him to 
the masses of this vicinity, and like- 
wise gained for him the hatred of 
the British Tories. In an attempt 
at coercion his church was burned 
to the ground. And on more than 
one occasion he was threatened with 
bodily harm. In a further attempt 


to weaken his spirit, his wife, who 
with her children, had fled in terror 
to Connecticut Farms, now Union, 
N. J., was shot in her bedroom, as 
her children clung to her side, by 
British troops over from Staten 
Island. All was to no avail. He con- 
tinued unflinchingly. 


THE FIGHTING PARSON 


one of the first to join the Rev- 
olutionary Army of 78, his courage 
and bravery soon won for him the 
title of “the fighting parson of the 
Jersey Brigade.“ Many were his ex- 


ploits of bravery. But the story his | 
collesgues, and future historians.) 
liked to tell of him, was of an inci- 
dent that occurred at the Battle of 
Sprinefield in 1781. 

In those days the soldiers fought 
with muskets.

The company is looking 
for just such pretexts for refusing to sign 
a contract which will remedy precisely the 
kind of grievances that caused the Pontiae 
sitdown. 

As leaders of the United Automobile 
Workers have repeatedly pointed out, Gen- 
eral Motors has been provoking these sit- 

downs by its anti-labor policies and its 
flagrant violations of the March 11 agree- 
ment. 
: The Fisher Body workers were goaded 
into this strike by the reckless firing of union

Clear Words from 


Massachusetts 


The Massachusetts C.I.0. has thrown its 
weight behind the efforts to create a united 
labor movement. Its first convention, just 
concluded, adopted a resolution calling for a 
“broad, democratically elected convention of 
all C. I. O., A. F. of L. and Railroad Brother- 
hood unions.“ 

The resolution also pledges support to 
A. F. of L. members in labor disputes and in 
turn asks for “the same brotherly coopera- 
tion. It calls, too, for “the closest fraternal 
cooperation” of the A. F. of L. and the C. I. O. 
on state legislation. 

The C. I. O. resolution undoubtedly ex- 
presses what is in the minds and hearts of 
the overwhelming majority of the nation’s 
organized workers. 

The splitting policies of the A. F. of L. 
Executive Council are against the interests 
of their own membership, and experience has 
shown that they play into the hands of the 
union-busting employers. 

If these policies were harmful before, 
what can be said for them now when the en- 
tire labor movement is threatened by the 
sabotage of Big Business and the danger of 
a new depression? 

Today unity is absolutely indispensable 
if the gains which labor has made during 
the past two years are to be maintained 
and extended. But it must be unity based 
on the only policy that can cope with the 
present situation: militant industrial 
unionism in the mass production industries. 

The resolution of the Massachusetts con- 
vention once more demonstrates the sincerity 
of the C. I. O.'s efforts to unite the labor move- 
ment. As a result of the efforts, committees 
representing the C.I.0. and the A. F. of L.

ton. 

Some progress has already been made in 
these negotiations, but not enough.

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T THE overwhelming Madison Square Garden meet- 
ing to celebrate the 20th anniversary of the Soviets, 
groups of young earnest pickets paraded in the rainy 
streets around the enormous hall. Catholic students from 
nearby colleges and seminaries, they carried signs asking 
New Yorkers to boycott the Communist meeting, and 
handed various lying circulars to the passers-by. 


In Spain, the Catholic hierarchs have linked up with 
Franco and Mussolini against the Spanish people. They 
have blessed the bombing of non-combatant civilians, of 
babies and their mothers, and admitted brazenly, in their famous let- 
ter, their opposition to republican, parliamentary government. 


In America, the same little group is trying to mobilize the Catholic 
people in a holy war to defend Wall Streets Liberty League. Here they 
dare not come out too openly against democracy and trade unions, but 
mask their objectives behind this anti-Communist hurroo. It's an old 
fascist trick, but it won't work, any more than it has in Spain. No 
house built on the sand of lying can endure. 

As all red-baiters discover in time, a campaign of lies always turns 
back on the liars, Judge Mahoney learned this lesson in the last New 
York campaign. Japan is now similarly lying about China, but who 
does not despise the Japanese fascists, or see through their lies? 

The hierarchs cannot meet the social challenge of Communism 
with the truth. No defender of the diabolic profit system, called capi- 
talism, can afford to deal in the simple truth. So the authors of those 
circulars at the Garden had to invent orange statements like the fol- 
lowing: 

“Russia is a Capitalist State. [Is that so? Why does the whole 
Capitalist world including Tammany Bishops, seek to destroy this “Cap- 
italist” Russia, then?! Communistic Capitalists are worse than any 
other Capitalists. Everything is being done in America to give 
the worker a greater share of the profits of industry and business. If 
Moscow and the Communists leave us alone we will be able to make 
America happy and prosperous. ... (Page Tom Girdler, he hasn't heard 
this one!) Communism tells children not to obey their parents. Com- 
munism is a home breaker. Communism is 20th Century ANIMALISM. 
America is a country for MEN, not a kennel for mongrels .. . etc,

It's the same style of frenzied denunciation that Ku Klux Klan 
propagandists use against Catholics. “The Pope is coming er to 
conquer America,” shriek the bed-shirt hierarchs! The Catholic hier- 
archs mimic them, and shriek. “The Russian Bolsheviks are preparing 
to seize our women and children!” 

I have been told that Monsignor Fulton J. Sheen, a leader in this 
unholy war of a small upper-class clique, recently made the statement 
in Boston that “the Communist Party in Spain was issuing permits 
to its members by which each had the privilege of raping twenty 
women.”

Bergoff Innocent 
; Of Strikebreaking!

N HIS charge to the jury at New Haven, Connecticut, 
which acquitted Pearl A. Bergoff and James H. Rand, 
Federal Judge Carrol! C. Hineks referred to the relation 
between himself and the jury as “a partnership.” He 
might well have extended the partnership to include the 
defendants. 

Hardly any other interpretation can explain that 
amazing verdict, by which Pearl Bergoff, known all over 
America by his motto: “I break strikes!“ and who calls 
himself “king of the strikebreakers”—was actually ac- 
quitted of the charge of strikebreaking! 

It only required the solemn pronouncement of Bergoff, on hearing 


_ the verdict, that “Justice has been vindicated,” to put the crowing 


touch of irony on one of the most disgraceful exhibitions of judicial 
partiality to reactionary capitalism as has come to our attention. 

Colonel Rand, whose “Mohawk Valley Formula for Strikebreaking” 
has been spread around America as a sort of recipe for open shop 
bosses, was quick to see—and admit—that which the biased judge con- 
cealed, the class nature of the verdict and the class use to which it 
would be put. Said Rand: “The verdict is of vital importance to 
American business.” 

Business is now free to import professional strikebreakers and 
thugs across state lines to break up peaceful picketing by strikers. 
That was forbidden by the Byrnes Law, passed by Congress. 

The strike at the Remington-Rand's Middletown plant began on 
May 25, 1936, by A. F. of L. members. Rand claimed that they vio- 
lated an agreement” by not “giving ten days notice.” From this, he 


tried to make out the strike as „legal.“ But witnesses for both sides 


testified that the picketing was “peaceful.” And the Byrnes Law ap- 
plies to importing strikebreakers against “peaceful picketing.” . 

The picketing was peaceful and there was no “disorder,” testified 
Sergeant Ward of the local police, and all others as well, until after 
Rand brought Bergoff's thugs into the strike. That was on June 26. 
Rand and Bergoff insist that the thugs, brought from Manhatan in a 
train which Rand met half way rode back to Middletown on, were 
“millwrights” brought in to “dismantle the plant” so it could be moved. 

But a chap who installed a loud-speaker at the plant for Rand 
to tell the crowd that the plant would not be dismantled and moved 
after all, said he set up that apparatus on June 25. So Rand was in 
the position of having already decided not to move the factory the 
day before his precious “millwrights” arrived to help move it. 

A transfer company testified it could have furnished 20 rea] mill- 
wrights any day, but Rand turned down his offer on June 25, the same 
day Rand advertised for 25 “millwrights,” and the same day he was in 
New York getting 57 “millwrights” from Bergoff. Rand's plant mana- 
ger, a Mr. Howland, stuck to the “moving” story, though he admitted 
that he never had the least idea of where the “move” was to be to. 

Bergoff's son, on the witness stand, admitted that his father had 
been breaking strikes for 20 years. Police Sergeant Ward testified as 
follows about one of Bergoff'’s men 

“He said he was a millwright. I asked him what a millwright 
was, and he didn’t seem to know, so I took him in.” 

So utterly absurd was the defense case, that Judge Hincks had a 
tough time trying to help the strikebreakers in his charge to the jury. 
But he did it. He had to admit “doubt” that the thugs were mill- 
wrights” or that they had been brought in to “dismantle the plant” for 
removal elsewhere. But he held that “it is not illegal to make a bluff.” 
Perjury, too, may be O.K, 

Then His Honor savagely attacked the prosecutor for telling the 
jury the law— that the jury, not the judge, was the decider of facts. 
Besides, he admitted evidence of trouble on the picket line after 
Bergoff's men came, to justify bringing them. 

In short, Judge Hincks provgd to American labor that an auto- 
cratic, capitalist-biased judiciary, appointed—not elected—for life, 
is one of the greatest menaces to a free people.
